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Bell favours women's 
studies and research

Principal Bell stated yester- 
day that he favoured "the 
general aims and purposes" of a 
Report on Teaching and Re- 
search on Women at McGilt. 

Dr. Margaret Gillett, one of 
the authors of the report, said 
that Bell was "positive as well 
as rational and supportive" She 
added that "together We worked 
out an agreement that is viable 
and feasible". She concluded 
that "we can now look forward 
to some action." 

Andrea Vabalis, a graduate 
student actively involved with 
the inception of the report, said 
that "we were asked traditional 
questions such as the clarifica- 
tion of what women's studies 
meant; however, we were there 
to discuss Our recommenda- 
tions and we did." 
, Stating that Principal Bell had 
been "quite understanding", Dr. 
Janet Donald added that Bell 
had some positive suggestions. 
The report originally called for 
the creation of a Vice-principal 
(Women) and that now a 
standing committee of senate 
will shortly be created to take 
care of the implementation of 
the report. 

"I felt the recommendations 
would have more standing if 
made by a senate committee 



reporting to Senate and nomin- 
ated by Senate", commented 
Bell. Gillett added that "The 
committee will have a substan- 
tial mandateand will be more 
representative and demonstra- 
tive of the university." She 
concluded: "I hope it moves 
ahead quickly". 

The report also called for the 
creation of a centre for women. 
Bell proposed to change the 
centre to an "office" because: 
"The name office doesn't imply 
any mode of operation." Gillett 
commented that the office was 
a start : "An office opens up the 
possibility of seeking outside 
funds forresearch."Shealso 
added that the university 
investment might be temporary 
"though it may become self- 
supporting in time." 

Vabalis stated that the office 
can do the job as well as the 
centre: "Concretely it is an 
external psychological spot 
where women's activities can be 
coordinated and recognized." 

Another proposal in the 
report is the creation of a minor 
in Women's Studies. Vice-prin- 
cipal Pedersen stated that the 
Academic Policy Committee 
had a preliminary notice on the 
proposal for the creation of the 
minor and that APC gave advice 
as to what kind of details would 
be suitable. Pedersen added 



that before the formal proposal 
comes before APC it would have 
to be approved by the curricul- 
um committee of a sponsoring 
faculty. "I would see Arts or 
Education as likely," Pedersen 
commented. 

Pedersen stated that if the 
minor captured the interest of 
teachers and students "it would 
be a good one" and added that 
"a lot of serious work would 
form a good base for the 
programme. It would be very 
unfortunate that the programme 
appeal only to women," Peder- 
sen commented and added that 
"A way to avoid ghettolzatlon 
would be to see both sexes 
involved in the interdisciplinary 
minor." Pedersen sees the pro- 
gramme as making it "through 
the hurdles" fairly soon and 
sees it as "quite feasible." 

Pedersen also noted "a lack 
of interest on the part of 
respondents" to the questionn- 
aire, whose answers provided 
the bulk of the report and said 
that the report only outlined "a 
partial picture" of the research 
done on women at McGill. 

Principal Bell commented on 
the figures stated by the report 
and mused that "It would be 
very good if the number of 
women academics could rise at 
McGill." The figure now stands 
at 18.4%. 



The NDP and separatism: 



No force if Quebec leaves

Although thoroughly "a fed- 
eralist party", Broadbent yes- 
terday commented that an NDP 
government would' "use no 
force" to keep Québec from 
leaving Confederation. 

After directing a length 
diatribe against both Liberal 
leader Pierre Trudeau and PC 
leader-Joe Clark, Broadbent 
said that the "history of the CCF 
and the NDP is exemplary in 
respect of the rights of people. 
If people in this province want 
Independence", he added, 
"then they have that right". 

Speaking on the position of 
the NDP in regards to federal- 
ism, Broadbent opened his 
statements with a list of crimes 
committed by Trudeau since he 
first took power in 1968. 
Besides the "grotesque mis- 
management of the economy", 
Broadbent also condemned 
"the absurd language by the 
Prime Minister" concerning the 
possible independence of Que- 
bec. 

Declaring this to be Trudeau's 
. "only political response", 
Broadbent sardonically quiRped 
that since Trudeau "has become 
the Prime Minister, inequality in 
Canada has increased". 



One of the greatest offences 
for which Trudeau is respon- 
sible in Broadbent's opinion is 
his conception of federalism, a 
conception which involves total 
subservience of the provinces to 
the whims of Ottawa. Preaching 
he need for "a strong national 
government" Broadbent said 
that the NDP did not favour "the 
kind of rigidity" which Trudeau 
represents. 

By the same token, however, 
Broadbent singled Tory Joe 
Clark for holding a "petty and 
balkanized view of Canada" in 
which, the Federal Government 
is "downgraded". 

Clark's "decentralized new 
conventional wisdom", Broad- 
bent feels "can do great harm in 
the coming years". Should 
Clark's vision be realized, 
Broadbent prophesied, then the 
"richer provinces will get richer 
while the poorer provinces will 
get poorer". 

the most dangerous conse- 
quence of an impotent Ottawa 
will be, "the real tensions" 
which will result between, for 
example, the people of the 
Atlantic provinces and those 
living in Ontario or British 
Columbia. 



According to Broadbent, 
"co-operative federalism" Is the 
lever by which harmony can be 
created. "The Federal Govern- 
ment should be concerned 
about the day-to-day concerns 
of Canadians". 

Even had Trudeau any inten- 
tions of fulfilling his federal 
commitments, the would be, 
according to Broadbent, im-' 
peded by the "cynicism that has 
pervaded the Liberal Party since 
1968". In mentioning the rise of 
Trudeau in 1968, Broadbent said 
that it had been a "sad joke" that 
the PM could have then been 
called a "crypto-socialist". 

Broadbent "accepts the sim- 
ilarity" between the PQ and the 
NDP in that both are essentially 
"social-democratic" parties. 

The two main differences are, 
he feels, that the NDP does not 
stand 1or separatism and that 
the "organized labour move- 
ment plays a greater part in the 
NDP than it does in the PQ".

Archbishop on immigration: 

Proposed law 
"disturbing"

; Canada must be wary of its 
proposed immigration law, 
Brazilian Archbishop Dom 
HelderCamara stated yesterday 
in his talk at McGill. Camara 
pointed out that there were 
certain passages on the ideol- 
ogy of immigrants which he 
found disturbing. He felt that 
the proposed law was "a 
challenge for universities; how 
to prepare a law of immigration 
that will be able to . . . always be 
a human law." 

He also told the receptive 
audience that in California a 
special law of immigration was 
being proposed that would 
result in the expulsion of a 
multitude of immigrants who 
were there without the proper 
papers. Archbishop Camara 
told of how he spoke to 
Americans on this issue during 
the bicentennial asking them, 
"When your founding fathers 
were arriving here, did they have 
official papers to present to the 
Indians?" 

Throughout his talk the Arch- 
bishop kept referring to "hum- 
anity" and to "being human". 
He noted thattoo often today 
"when we try to speak about 
human problems we say they 
are not problems. We say it is 
only the economy." He added, 
"We are not preparing an 
economy forhuman beings." 
Camara felt that to truly 
examlnethesituationsof the 
world "human economists" are 
needed. 

Citing United Nations statis- 
tics, he mentioned that two- 
thirds of mankind are living 
under inhuman conditions. 
Every year, he stated, 426 
million people die of hunger. In 
the rich developed countries 



this number stands at an 
astonishing 28 million. 

Archbishop Camara told the 
audience that even in Canada 
there are "pockets of poverty". 
We cannot simply give our- 
selves a clear conscience 
through the sending of eggs 
overseas, he remarked, for the 

■ "heart of the problem Is the 

■ Injustices in the international 
policies of trade." Until these 
policies arechanged, "Peace 
will be impossible", he added. 
Camara stated that we must 
bear responsibility for situa- 
tions in the world that are the 
result of certain actions on the 
part of our country. He criti- 
cized multinationals as being 
particularly guilty of creating 
"bad situations". 

The fiery Archbishop also 
spoke against the current ob- 
session with national security. 
Is national security "to create a 
new Nazism?", he asked. 
Camara remarked that when he 
read of tortures that have 
occurred in our century, he 
found them "incredible". He 
pointed out that these tortures 
are clearly "the logical conse- 
quence of the divinization of 
national security." 
. Archbishop Camara also dis- 
played a keen sense of humour 
throughout thetalk, bringing 
laughter to the crowded Lea- 
cock room several times. He 
mentioned during the question 
period afterwards that Cana- 
dians were held in high esteem 
for their work in Brazil. He said 
how he himself liked to have 
Canadians around him. Espe- 
cially, he added with a smile, 
when the government comes 
, around searching for subver- 
sives, "It's so nice to have 
Canadians and North Ameri- 
cans about you."

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Gays picket CBC 



across country 



OTTAWA (CUP)-Gay organiza- 
tions In five cities across the 
country picketed CBC radio sta- 
tions February 19 to protest the 
corporation's policy of refusing 
public service announcements 
for gay counselling. 

According to David Gar- 
maise, President of Gays of Ot- 
tawa (GO), which doubles as 
the co-ordinating office for the 
National Gay Rights Coalition 
(NGRC), pickets were set up In 
Montreal, Ottawa, Toronto, 
Winnipeg and Vancouver. An 
earlier demonstration was held 
February 17 In Halifax where 
the dispute first arose last 
summer. 

Groups of 35 to 50 protesters 
gathered In each city, according 
to Garmaise. 

"It was a success," he said, 
"because It was the first time 
NGRC mounted a co-ordinated 
national demonstration." 

While the turnouts weren't 
high, the GO president said, 
"we consider the means more 
Important than the ends. It's 
more important to reach peo- 
ple, to reach other gays, than 
changing a law or making a 
victory." 

The next step In the gay strat- 
egy will be further requests to 
the Canadian Radio, Television 
and Telecommunications Com- 
mission (CRTC) to intervene In 
licence renewals for stations 
that refuse to air gay public 
service announcements. 

The Halifax Gay Alliance for 
equality (GAE) intervened in the 
local CBC affiliate's licence re- 
newal In November. The CRTC 
tabled the approval of CBH's 
application until the CBC came 
up with a national policy on gay 
public service announcements. 



In a January 7 letter to GAE, 
CBC Vice-president for 
audience and public relations 
Peter Meggs affirmed that its 
policy "clearly excludes sub- 
jects deemed controversial." 

"It Is felt that the request of 
your organization represents 
subject matter which is still 
seen as controversial by our 
audiences and therefore we 
must continue to apply the 
policy and refuse your request 
in the area of public service 
announcements." 

NGRC spokespersons' reject 
the contention that gay people 
are controversial subject, mat- 
ter. The public service an- 
nouncement refused by the 
Halifax station was direct fac- 
tual Information concerning the 
organization's services, they 
say. 

The announcement read: 
"The Gay Alliance for Equality 
Inc. is operating a counselling 
phoneline for male and female 
, homosexuals. The phoneline is 
for problem solving, giving out 
Information and for referrals. 
The hours to call are from 7 to 
10 pm Thursday,. Friday, and 
Saturday. All calls are strictly 
confidential. The number is 
429-6969." 



While the CBC has now 
announced a national policy, 
CRTC has yet to renew CBC's 
licence. NGRC and the various 
provincial gay organizations 
will present another interven- 
tion against the renewal on the 
basis of the "discriminatory" 
policy and will do the same 
when other renewals come up 
this fall, said Garmaise. 

He added that after the 
February 19 demonstration he 
phoned local French and 'Eng- 
'lish-language CBC affiliates 
.with a public service announce- 
ment. The English station re- 
fused, but the French station 
said "no problem" according to 
Garmaise.
